Rotary club were active, but which 
from recent reports ’ disclosed thatj 
the city was full of vice, that law-I 
lessness existed and that the clu b s: 
had failed to do their duty by per-' 
mitting conditions to exist 
within 
their community. 


I lie greatest 
problems 
before 
ns, and I refer to the Rotary, Ki­ 
wanis and other civic clubs, is not 
to bring in new factories and indus­ 
trie-., but to increase our moral val­ 
ues first.” 
The speaker predicted that 
the 
paramoust issue in the next election 
will be the prohibition question. “ It 
is a moral issue and nothing else. 
It is like the slavery question was,— 
it is either right, or it is 
entirely 
wrong. There is no half way. The 
^ prohibition law must be removed in 
its entire measures from our consti­ 
tution, or else it must be enforced 
until like slavery, it is wiped out of 
existence.

murders are so numerous that Dick­ 
ens is entirely forgotten. 
The number of ¡murders

He recalled

crime, he said. “ Is your elub exist­ 
ing in a putrid tow n.” If it is, then 
you are neglecting the greatest ob­ 
ligation that is thrust upon you as a 
•club. 
K>ur 
program 
of 
financing 
children’s projects, swimming pools 
and other worthy things, is entirely 
wrong, if our clubs exist in a town 
with the wrong moral complexion. 
“ It is the 
prime 
duty 
of any 
club, 
Dr. Keene stated, “ to first 
have and then maintain 
a 
moral 
community.” He stated that people 
in Rushvilie probably did not believe 
that such crime woiuld come here, 
but it was well to be on guard, be­ 
cause of the fast spreading disre­ 
gard lor lawlessneess and one never 
knows when it
